Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-2, 4-7, 9-21, and 23-34 are pending. Tliis action is in response to tlie 
amendment received Marcli 17, 2008. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2, 4-7, 9-21 , and 23-34 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-2, 4-7, and 9-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 
The basis of this rejection is set forth below: 

whether the invention produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result. 

For a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must produces a 
useful, concrete, and tangible result. Mere ideas in the abstract (i.e. abstract idea, law 
of nature, natural phenomena) that do not apply, invoice, or use fail to promote the 
"progress of science and the useful arts" (i.e., the physical sciences as opposed to 
social sciences, for example) and therefore are found to be non-statutory subject 
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matter. For a process claim to pass muster, tlie recited process must someliow apply, 
involve, or use to produce a useful, concrete, and tangible result. A mere intended or 
nominal use of a component does not confer statutory subject matter to an otherwise 
abstract idea if the component does not apply, involve, use, or advance the underlying 
process. Furthermore, the preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight 
where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure , and 
where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, 
instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re 
Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 
152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). In the instant case, the preamble of claim 1 
recites "A system". However, the claim as a whole recites the steps of intended use of 
a structure (i.e., system). Thus, the preamble fails to give "life, meaning, vitality" to the 
claim as a whole. See MPEP 2111.02. Because the preamble is not accorded any 
patentable weight as stated above, claim 1 as a whole merely recites steps in 
the abstract for use in extracting data of interest any useful, concrete, and tangible 
result. For example, the steps of "creating..."; 

"developing..."; "associating..."; "receiving..."; and "obtaining...", which comprise the 
claim as a whole are mere steps in the abstract without setting forth a practical 
application for producing any useful, concrete, and tangible result. (See Interim 
Guidelines, IV (C)(1, 2)). 

Claims 2, 4-7, and 9-17, which depend on claim 1 also fail the test above because 
they fail to limit to a particular structure. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 18-21 and 23-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
of record fail to teach, singly or in combination, (ii) means for developing an extraction 
pattern from a web page output from the respective web site W using a graphical user 
interface tool, the extraction pattern being adapted to extract data from a plurality of web 
pages of the web site, wherein the extraction pattern comprises a regular expression; 
and(iii) means for associating the developed extraction pattern with the respective 
description of data of interest for the respective web site W;(B) means for receiving a 
value for use as an extraction parameter in the developed extraction patterns; and (C) 
means for obtaining said data of interest by querying web sites in the plurality ot~web 
sites using the value and the developed extraction patterns associated with the 
respective descriptions of data of interest, wherein, when the data of interest includes 
data from at least two web sites of the plurality of web sites, the means for obtaining 
said data of interest provides the data of interest from the at least two web sites.
